BANK CLERK, 18, 
ADMITS PART IN 
$14,000 HOLDUF 


Howard H. Blaisdell Con- 
fesses He Was ‘Tip-Off 
Man’ in Robbery of Union- 
Easton Trust Messengers. 


A youth of 18, hired as a bank 
clerk at a salary of $60 a month, 
sobbed out a confession at Police 
Headquarters today of how he had 
acted as “tip-off man” for three 


robbers who held up two messengers 
of the Union-Easton Trust Co., last 
Tuesday morning and escaped with 


$14,000 in cash. 
His name is Howard H. Blais- 


dell. Neatly dressed in a blue 
checked shirt with small “jazz 
bow” tie, a broad belt and baggy 
blue trousers, he was obliged to 
face a camera in the _ Bertillon 
room and be “mugged” for the 
rogues’ gallery. 

With him under arrest is Jo- 
seph Otto Harper, 28 years old, of | 
2600 California avenue, to whom 
Howard says he gave the informa- 
tion on which the robbery of the 
bank was predicated. Harper has 
confessed that he and Blaisdell 
plotted the robbery, but he claims 
he told his plans to a third man, 
who in turn told them to the three 
unknown robbers who “actually 
pulled the job.” 

5 Other Men, 2 Women Held. 

Be,that as it may, police have 
arrested five other men and two 
women in a search for the trio who 
robbed the bank—the robbery 


started with Blaisdell and his wil- | 
lingness to tell confidential bank | 
secrets when questioned by Harper.

The indictment of Ferguson for 
Federal prosecution follows close- 
ly the dismissal of all remaining 
charges against him in the State 
courts by Circuit Attorney Sidener, 
after the State had failedto make 
a case in its first trial of Ferguson, 
who was acquitted by the court, 
The Circuit Attorney said there 
was no use in proceeding since his 
“strongest case” had failed. 


First Indictment of Baggot. 

Baggot had not been indicted by 
the State, because he had testified 
before the State grand jury, there- 
by gaining immunity. Reindict- 
ment of Ferguson by the State is 
under consideration in the general 
investigation of the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office. 

The Federal indictment of Fer- 
guson and Baggott has nine 
counts—eight charging use of the 
mails to further a scheme to de- 
fraud and one charging conspiracy 
in connection with this usage. 

Overt acts alleged in the 
use of the mails charges 
include mailing of a false finan- 
cial statement purporting to show 
the condition of the company on 
Feb. 28, 1925, to various banks: 
mailing of notes for loans obtained 
in connection with this statement 
to banks, and mailing of letters in 
connection with the loan negotia- 
tions. 

Most of the notes were signed 
by Ferguson, it is alleged, 


but some by Baggot. Accompany. . 


ing letters it is charged, were 
signed by Baggot and the false 
financial statement was signed by 


Carleton. 


Padding of Aksets Charged. 
The statement, which purported 
to show a balance of $4,669,735.08, 
was falsified to the extent of §$2,- 
326,449.30, it is charged, by 
padding the assets with $665.625 
in false bills of lading and $609.- 
824.30 on the inventory item, and 
by failure to list HMabilities of $1,- 

251,000. 

In addition to this falsification, 
it is alleged, I O U's” given 
by Ferguson for fund@# he bor- 
rowed from the company, aggre- 
gating $115,677.78, were carried in. 
the inventory as being amounts 
due from two overall manufactur- 
ing concerns to Ferguson-McKin- 
ney. 

The indictment sets forth the 
allegedly fraudulent financial 
statement as follows:

nder this act and section 5 
of this ordinance, ft is not posst- 
bie that any other railroad than 
those which are parties to the 
ordinance can be excluded from 
using the bridge for the move- 
ment af its traffic thereover, 
under its own power.

A search for poaesibilities for the | 
cherry in salad parts reveals these | 
| suggestions: 


Cherries and pears seem to make 
a friendiy combination of flavor 
and color. Fither fresh or canned 
pears may be used. Place the 
halves of pears on crisp leaves of 
lettuce and surround with stoned 
cherries. Serve with a dressing 
made of cream cheese, salad oil 
and fruit juices or with a boiled 
dressing thinned with cream. 

Another salad finds the cherry 
in combination with cucumber and 
almonds. Stone a pint of cherries. 
Pare and dice a medium-sized cu- 
cumber. Chop one-half cup of al- 
monds. Mix together and chill. 
Serve with a slightly sweetened 
French dressing made with the 
cherry, and lemon juice and salad 
oil. 

In another salad pineapple and 
cherries are used. Remove pits 
from either dark red or white 
sweet cherries. In place of each 
pit place’ a blanched almond ora 
pecan meat or stuff the cherries 
with a cream cheese mixture or 
combine the cheese and nuts and 
use as stuffing. 

Mix with shreds of fresh pine- 
apple or heap the stuffed cherries 
in the center of a slice of canned 
Pineapple and serve on lettuce with 
any modification of French dress- 
ing desired.
